Dr. P. J. L. Roche made a short communication on the processionary habit of 
the larvae of the Pierine butterfly, Mylothris chloris. He said some seventy-five 
final instar larvae of Mylothris chloris were noticed within 3 in. of the ground on 
the bole of a Cola tree near Lagos, Nigeria. Each evening exactly at 6.45 p.m. 
they were observed ascending the trunk of the tree in a head-to-tail procession. 
The return to the daytime resting site was observed only once, at 6.55 a.m. On 
other mornings they had all returned by 7.30 a.m. (four observations) and had 
not returned at 6.45 a.m. (one observation). The food plant was not determined, 
but it was strongly suspected to be Loranthus sp., as this parasite was present on 
the tree, and other species of Mylothris are known to feed on this “ mistletoe,” 
while none have been recorded as feeding on Cola. 

Dr. J. L. Cloudsley-Thompson remarked that when observing crickets (Brachy- 
trypes megacephalus Lef.) at Tozeur, Tunis, in April, he had noticed a similar 
instance of punctual time-keeping in insects. The crickets began to sing at 
exactly 6.00 p.m. G.M.T., were going strong at 6.10 p.m. and ceased at 7.40 p.m. 
on the two days when there was no sandstorm. 

Dr. B. P. Uvarov exhibited two live Desert Locusts (Schistocerca gregaria 
Forskal), which had been captured on the Scilly Isles on 17th October. This was 
the first record of this species in the British Isles since 1869. The locusts must 
have arrived from the Atlantic coast of W. Africa, where there were swarms at the 
time. 

Dr. C. B. Williams and Mr. J. F. Burton read papers on autumn insect migra- 
tions in the Pyrenees and in the Gironde and Landes respectively, abstracts of 
which appeared on pages 33 and 34. 

A short discussion was opened with contributions from Mr. M. Locke and Mr. 
C. D. Putnam. Professor G. C. Varley, Miss C. E. Longfield, Dr. F. van Emden 


and Mr. E. B. Britton also spoke.
